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MEMORANDUM FOR THE RECORD 


Congressman Bennett called the Director's office on 23 May (the 
Director was appearing before the House Foreign Affairs Committee) 
and stated he had been approached by a reporter of the Miami Herald 
seeking a copy of the attached letter for the purpose of publishing it in 
the Herald. Congressman Bennett said the reporter indicated the Herald 
knew of the letter and, after some insistencepn the part of the reporter, 
he had read it to him but had made it clear that he would not release it 
for publication without prior approval of the Director. I spoke to 
Mr. Kirkpatrick and Colonel Grogan about the congressman's request. 
Colonel Grogan stated he saw no reason it should not be published while 
Mr. Kirkpatrick felt that no useful purpose could be served in doing so. 


I discussed this matter with the Director who stated as far as he was 
concerned, his letter to Bennett was personal and unless there was some 
compelling reason, he would prefer that it not be published, particularly 
since as a general rule we have not given permission to publish CIA cor- 
respondence. At the Director's request, I so advised Congressman Bennett 
who ^id he fully understood and in fact quite agreed with t he Direc tor's 
position 
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
